AN EXPLODED IC\EA. 

Many i»eople have the idea that a 
warm eliaiatc imeessarily enervated 
and relaxes the human system, makes 
it less capable of nourishing itself and 
less vigorous in its art ion. and reduces 
tlie energy til the' vital force, upon 
which we depend to build up a strong 
nild weir developed body. We do not 
think the facts bear out this view, 
plausible as it may seem. 

The first condition of a conclusive' 
experiment is the elimination of cir¬ 
cumstances other than those whose 
effects are to be tested, and a mo¬ 
ment’s thought will show that in the 
. . . 

case in question there are a great 
many other very important circuni- ' 
stances to be taken into the account 
besides the climate. The Southern 
States are almost entirely settled by"; 
people originally belonging to a colder 
climate, and only a few generations at | 
most remove the present occupants'of 
the country from those who first came 
into it. The latter of course* brought 
with them the habits of life learned m

tlieir colder native homes, and knew 
i no better than to continue them here 
and to.teach them to tlieir children. 
Moreover, in the first sett lenient of the 
, country, and until modern quick 
transportation came to their aid, the 
jieoph* were obliged to get along with 
many inconveniences in obtaining reg¬ 
ular and suitable supplies. In the 
matter of fowl,especially,thecoimnou 
way in a colder climate to meet an 
uncertainty of supply, generally coup¬ 
led with a scarcity of ready cash, had 
been to raise t heir own supplies of corn 
and pork, both of which were easily- 
kept as long as might lie necessary. 
The habits tIms formed were quite nil- 
suited to a warm .climate, a l nd “pro¬ 
duced an unfavorable result on the 
people, who are only now beginning, 
through closer intercourse with the 
rest, of the world and the light of 
modern science, to take hold of tIn¬ 
quest ion intelligently. and li.v the aid 
.of modern eonveniencea to solve it in 
a practical and healthful way*. Instead 
ot the traditional “hog and hominy,” 
the poorest man now commands the 
markets of the world, and may obtain 
a Mitlieienl variety of all the necessa¬ 
ries of life to enable him to adapt him 
self to his climatic surroundings and 
preserve his health. Modern investi¬ 
gation of disease and populuri/.at ion 
of the results aids people to under¬ 
stand themselves and make use of 
t heir opport unities, and l lie combined 
result of all causes is seen in.the un¬ 
proved physie;d condit ion which even 
a few'years has produced. 

As confirming this line of thought, 
we notice that Mr. Edward-Atkibson, 
of Boston, has reeently published the 
result of a rough preliminary inquiry 
into the question of the degeneracy al¬ 
leged by-some to lie taking'phice in the 
physical eondit ion of the human race 
in America. His method was to col¬ 
lect statist iesfrom 11»* makers of men’s 
elothing in various parts of the coun¬ 
try, and thus get at the average meas¬ 
urements of men. From this it ap¬ 
pears that the tendency in the South 


has been very generally to a spare and 
lean habit, showing in the fact that 
the average t rousers demanded for the 
southern ♦ rude have been small in the 
waist in proportion to the length of 
l«*g. This peciiliarit y is however show n 
to lie perceptibly yielding to the con¬ 
ditions of better nourishment now 
* surrounding people in the South, uh 
compared with former times, and nl- 
- though tin* facts brought- out in the 
liiensiireiuent of clothes may not lie 
enough for a conclusive demonstra¬ 
tion, yet they are certainly significant 
as confirming our position that in¬ 
stead ot a degeneration, there is actu¬ 
ally an improvement takingplace. We 
maintain, therefore, that rightly used, 
and the habits of life adapted to it, 
i he soul hern climate,-instead of being 
the cause of any (li'geiieriicy, is more 
than commonly conducive to good 
hen It h and t lie perfect physical devel¬ 
opment of.men, and of all the South, 
Floiida seems to aiTord greatest free¬ 
dom from all t hose ext remesof temper¬ 
ature and other unhealthy conditions 
which assail men in other lands, and 
io provide in her genial and uniform 
climate the most perfect out ward coin 
ditionsof unchecked and healthy de¬ 
velopment. * 

A Mill Engine Stands Fire. 

A very singular incident was noted 
in connection with a recent mill fire in 
Carlton, Mich. The building was 
burning fiercely, hut the hig engine 
v^hich drove the machinery continued 
to run all through the hla/.e, niill by 
that means was saved from destruc¬ 
tion, though there was not a wall 
stanijing on any side of it when the 
fire had finished. 

The pumps wen* also running, and 
kept the boiler supplied, so t fiat there 
could he no explosion. It was a pecul¬ 
iar spectacle to see the engine driving 
away at a slashing spcnrtn the midst 
of the flames, lint the motion some¬ 
how saved it from fire. All the rest 
of the machinery was a total loss.—
